“Quite a controversy has been aroused 
over General Irvin C. Walker’s tour of 
the southern states in the interest of the 
proposed monument commemorative oi 
tha heroism and the courage of iie 
women of the confederacy during the 
civil war. He was appointed by General 
Stephen D. Lee to serve as chairman 
of the women’s memorial committee of 
the U. 8. C. V. 

“It ig proposed te erect a grand statue 
or group of statues in bronze typical oi 
what the southern women did and sul- 
fered in upholding the southern confed- 
eracy. Ome such statue, or group of 
statues, will be erected in each southern 
state. The fund for the purpose, General 
Walker hopes, will be donated by the v:‘- 
erans, Sons of Veterans and Daughters 
of the Confederacy. 

“In speaking of the .movement, Mrs. 
Carrington (Mason, formerly president of 
the Sarah Law chapter, United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, and now honor- 
ary president of that organization, said

Madagascar is now @ ench colony, 
but me entirely different from this 
eolony of Algeria. Algeria is represented 
in the French pariament and it elects 
its own officials “with the exception of 
the governor genera! and a few others, 
Madagascar is not represented in parlia- 
ment and it has no congress.

CAN'T PUNISH SUICIDE. 


It Is Therefore Hard To Punish an At- 
tempt at Suicide. 

(From The American Law Review.) 

The way of the man who commits 
@r attempts to commit suicide has pre- 
Sumably been hard; but his way as a 
transgressor is not always made harder 
by the law. 

In the case of a successful suicids 
there is’an insuperable difficulty in the 
way of punishment. Therefore thre im- 
possibility of punishing suicide itself 
may prevent punishment for an unsuc- 
cessful attempt. 

This is so in Maine, as the result of 
a statute providing for the punishment 
of attempts to commit a crime, whicn 
fixes’ the punishment as one-half of 
that for the crime itself. [here being 
no punishment possible for the “.:!ime, 
there is held to be non. for the at- 
tempt. 

The Maine statutes contain a provision 
that where no punishmeni ts provided 
by statute a person convicted of an cf- 


!fense shall be imprisoned for less than 
‘one year or fined not exceeding $500. 


The view would seem possible that as 
suicide was at common law punished 
by forfeiture and ignominous burial, 
it is still a crime, and comes under the 
punishment provided by this section; 
and that while punishment can never 
be inflicted, yet the half of it is appti- 
eable under the statute first above re- 
ferred to. Assistance in the suicide of 
another, however, is not to be given 
with impunity.

Halfa and Khartoum. The dnly alter- 
native was, thereforefi to raise the ex- 
isting dam. The quantity of water 
stored by the new dam will be two 
and a quarter times greater than that 
stored by the existing dam. The new 
supply of water will be sufficient to irri- 
gate about one million acres. At pres- 
ent about 950,000 acres of land untilled 
for want of water exist in the northern 
tracts of Egypt. a large part of which 
is government property. It is proposed 
to use this additional water from the 
enlarged reservoir for reclaiming’ this 
land, which will cause increased wealth 
and increased revenue. 

The value of the increase in the cot- 


ton crop which this irrigation work will 
bring about is estimated at 
annually.

Editorial writers 
are pouring forth cohimns of denuncia- 
tion on the devoted and coroneted heads 
of the members of the upper house. Plat- 
form orators thunder against them men- 
acingly. Their eins.of omission and 
commission are ruthlessly exposed. They 
are declared with entire truth to be the 


greatest obstacles to legislative reforms 
in the ijand. As the custodians of tre- 
mendous political power, their like is 
found nowhere else in the civilized world. 
No other European nation possesses a 
purely hereditary seconqg chamber whose 
members are responsible to none but 
themselyes. No British colony would tol- 
erate such a system. Their continued 
existence is a living’ monument to their 
countrymen'’s hetred of logic, to their 
fondness for anachronism, to their love 
of anomaly, to their ingrained and in- 
veterate habit of putting up with things. 

Just think, séveral millions of Britons, 
dwelling in London, Manchaster, Bir} 
mingham, Glasgow and where not, after 
years of thinking about it ang talking 
about it and arguing with one another 
about it, come to a decision that certain 
politica) proposals shall become law. 
They spend a lot of time, a lot of en- 
ergy and a quite appreciable sum of 
money in making that decision of theirs 
known to all men.

Indignant Howl.

A house thus 
constituted would still continue to be 
a lop-sided house, with the conberva- 
tives always in a big” majority. it 
would continue to retard and reject 
liberal legislation while letting con- 
servative measures slide through on 
greased rollers. 

As a means of overcoming their nat- 
ural repugnance to committing any- 
thing in the nature of political hari- 
kari themselves, a scheme which ia 
widely advocated is the creation of 
several hundred new lords—a species 
of pirate peers pledged to gag or 
throttle the old crew and scuttle their 
ancient hulk. But the hereditary no- 
bility interpose all sorts of difficul- 
ties to this delicious plan. S$esides, 
human nature being wonderfully hu- 
man, it is doubtful if the pirate peers, 
even if they got in as life members, 
would stay pirates long after feeling 
the coronets on their brows and ex- 
periencing the comforts of the veivet 
cushioned seats. 

Another measure—and it gen- 
erally supposed that Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman intends to press 
something of the sort—is one which 
will limit their veto power to one ses- 
sion of parliament.

having been made wp prince 
Bchool-teachers and students, 
female, medical men, 
end other educated persons who were ac- 
sused only of having circulated socialistic 
literature. All classes of society, 
however, are represented, among the rest 
being some soldiers who on their return 
from Port Afthur found their mailies 
ruined and: maltreated. They complained 
of this and asked for redress from the 
authorities, and ‘were, in reply, banished 
to this awfu) district. 

Many of these exiles were taken from 
their omes within fifteen minutes of 
their arrest, without even being permit-. 
ted to take a change of garments, and. 
as they were, in light summer clothes, 
they had to start on their ghastly jour- 
ney to Siberia. And, once arrived, it 
is impossible for these unfortunates to 
Wrest a livelihood our of the frozen 
marshes. They cannot earn anything to 
supplement the miserable pittance the 
government allows them, averaging only 
2 ‘i-2 cents q day. They are, therefore, 
doomed to a perpetual struggle with dis- 
ease and starvation. The weak ones 
guccumb early and are buried by their 
envious comrades, or, if the groung be 
harg frozen, left on the marshes till 
spring.

f ls Expected’ That Case Wil

DELMAS: WILL BEGIN 
ARGUMENT ON MONDAY 


It Is Thought Thaw’s Lawyer Will 
“Consume Two Da ys— Jerome 
Will Speak for.a Day’ and 
Then the Judge Will De- 
liver His Charge. 


New York, April 6.—That the long- 

drawn-out Thaw. trial, now in its 
twelfth week,- will be finished this 
coming week now seems almost cer- 
tain.' There is no sign of any more 
of the delays which have marked the 
case from the very beginning. There 
have been so many stirprises, however, 
s0 many delays, that the case already 
has pbeem extended long beyond the 
time before required to try a murder 
case in New York. 

Dr. Alan McLane Hamilton, the alien- 
ist, who was on the stand when. the 
case was suddenly stopped by the dis- 
trict attorney’s suggestion for the ap- 
pointment of a commission in lunacy, 
will probably be recalled to the stand 
when the trial is resumed on Monday. 
He already has testified that he be- 
lieves Thaw was insane when he shot 
Stanford White, and will be asfRed to 
repeat that statement. The lunacy 
commission has decided that Thaw is 
now sane, 

Jury May Get Case Thursday. 

Whether or not’ the defense will cali 
any more witnesses is problematic. It 
is stated that they ‘expect to require 
no more than an hour to complete 
their case. If this is true, there is no 
reason why the case should not go to 
the jury on Thursday.. District Attor- 
ney Jerome sald tonight that he had 
no more witnesses. whose evidence he 
would try to place before the jury. It 
has been rumored that Mr. Jerome 
would attempt:.to put several new wit- 
nesses on the stand after the final 
close of the defense’s case, but his 
statement tonight puts that rumor tg 
rest. 

Mr. Delmas will probably begin his 
argument on Monday.

Mr. Jerome, on 
the other hand, will argue that Thaw 
was sane within the meaning of the 
law when he killed Stanford White; 
that the crime was planned and pre- 
meditated, and that he should suffer 
to the extreme penalty of the law. “I 
do not expect that it will take us 
more than an hour to close our case.” 
said Clifford W. Hartridge, Thaw’s a& 
torney of record, tonight. “Our evi- 
dence {s all in, and, save for a few 
matters purely formal, nothing re- 
mains but the summing up. i am not 
sure whether Mr. Delmas will be able 
to finish his address in one day, but 
he may begin on Monday.”

TOBACCO CROWN 


IN LONDON TOWN 


Ang Being Made to Raise 


~ Hlaborate Crop, 


Seedlings of Sixteen Varieties 
Nursed Through Winter—Plants 
From all Nations—Great 
‘Plague Increased Use of 

Tobacco in England.

Special Cable. 
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Landon, April 6.—Almost in the heart 
of the forest of brick and mortar, which 
makes up the great and grimy metropolis 
of the world, an attempt is being made 
to raise an elaborate tobacco crop. The 
Sight -would. .make a Virginian laugh. 
In methodical rows of little red pots on 
the shelf of a greenhouse at the Royal 
Botanic Society's: gardens in Regent's 
park, seedlings of no less than sixteen 
different varieties of the fragrant weed 
have been carefully nursed through the 
late winter's fog and. cloudiness until 
they are now all of an inch above 
ground, ang aspire to become London's 
first tobacco. crop. 

H. F. Hawes—head gardener of the Bo- 
tanical gardens—received the writer cor- 
dially. 

“I've called to see your tobacco crop.” 
“Certainly you may. You must not 
laugh; our crop as yet consists of 
seedlings only, but it represents all the 
tobacco of the’ world, and is, therefore, 
unique and interesting. Come this way.” 
Forty-Four Little Red Pots. 

He led me through a little village of 
giass houses, ang ushered me into one 
of the smallest ones. In exac.ly forty- 
four little red pots arranged on a broad 
shelf of the greenhouse, a mass of little 
green shoots—which looked like chick- 
weed—basked in the sun. It was one 
of the first bright days they had seen 
since their birth in London, and after a 
winter’s fog and cloudiness they might 
well have thought tha; they had _ been 
transported ’for a day to sunny Vir- 

ginia. 

“Every Siuananiainiilind. country in the 
worlg is represented here,’’ the gardener 
explained. “It may be, quite possibly is, 
the first collection of its sort. American 
tobatto, of which all the others are, of 
course, descendants, naturally leads. 
Other seedlings are from Holland, Bel- 
gium, South Africa, Mexico, South 
America, Cuba, Philippines and Turkey. 
A sort of family reunion of the great 
tobacco family. Sixteen varieties in all, 
I believe. 

“We didn’t get the seeds until Decem- 
ber, quite a bit too late, but we hope to 
get the plants well up in time for the 
international tobacco trades exhibition 
the last-of next month—April 21-23. It 
is to be held at the Horticultural hall, 
in London. 

“Our object in raising the tobacco is 
not to foster its growth in England. It 
could be grown in many parts of the 
British islands—it is grown quite a bit in 
Ireland—but the government is more or 
less opposed to the growing of tobacco 
in. England. The excise tax on im- 
portéd tobacco, you Know, is one of our 
chief sources of revenue, and the gov- 
ernment argues that the raising of our 
own tobacco would cut off a part of the 
revenue. Yes, it is a rather strange 
ling of argument, for tobacco raising 
would seem to be a valuable addition to 
our agricultural pursuits. 

“We are raising these plants only for 
exhibition to show the tobacco trades- 
men the various kinds of tobacco plant 
in thelr growing state. After the ex- 
hibition I expect to remove the plants 
to the opén garden, and grow them to 
maturity.”’ 

It seems, by the way, that Sir Walter 
Raleigh did not, as generally supposed, 
Bring the first tobacco into England. He 
only brought {t Into repute. Sir Francis 
Drake is to be oredited with the first 
importation of tobaeco from America in 
1568. 

Tobacco Used as Medicine. 

For’more fhan a century: after its 
introduction to the eastern hemisphere, 
tobacco was looked upon as a panacea 
for all ills, and was smoked almost 
wholly for medicinal purposes. So far 
as England is concerned, in fact, the 
leading incentive to the increase of the 
habit was the idea of its efficacy as a 
prophylactic against the grea; plague of 
1665. It was saiq at that time that 
none who kept tobacco shops had died 
of the plague. Everybody invoked the 
protection of tobacco. Men, women and 
children learned to smoke. Ay; the fa- 
mous Old Eton school, in truth, smok- 
ing Was recorded as a part of the curri- 
culum. Every’ morning after breakfast 
all the boys had to smoke whether they 
wanted to or not asa safeguard against 
an outbreak of the plague. Many a whip- 
ping is waid to have been’ administered 
to boys who were so stubborn as to re- 
fuse to smoke. ‘It ts interesting to note 
that things have taken quite a. different 
turn since the !7th century and teach- 
ers and parents punish the boys now. be- 
cause’ they do smoke. 

Provably not 2.per cent of the vast 
army of worshippers of the goddess 
Nicotine—they must number Ddillions— 
know how -their idol came to be so 
named. I found the explanation tucked 
away in some dry old records of Raleigh 
a¢ the British museum, and think it 
worth repeating for the enlightenment of 
smokers. In 1559 the Spanish ambas- 
sador at the court of ‘Portugal was John 
Nicot. He had some friends in France, 
and when some explorers returned from | 
America and made him a present of 
tobacco, he forwarded a part of it to his! 
French friends, who, in honor of the: 
kind Nicot, christened the new and mar-’ 
vellous weed Nicotina. 


King James Condemned. 


About the time of Sir Walter Raleigh's 
execution—and it ig interesting to note 
that the noble knight smoked up to the 
very hour of his death—King James came 
out with the first condemnation of the 
habit, and* associated tobacco with 
witches and characterized it as a “filthy 
novelty,” ang fit only to regale the devil- 
in his Stygian pit. He gave hig ani- 
mosity’ practical form by raising the ex- 
cise duty from four cents to $1.50 a 
pound and subsequently forbidding its 
cultivation in England or Ireland. 

Almost every house tn Gondon in which 
Sir Walter Raleigh lived—and he moved 
about a good deal—claims the distinc- 
tion cof being. the - scene 
smoke:. Everybody, of course, remembers , 
the story of how his servant became 
alarmeq at the sight of smoke pouring 
through his master’s head and threw a 
tankard of ale at him to quench the 
fire. Another tale ig of how he won a 
wager from Queen Elizabeth by declar- 
ing that.he could determine the exact 
weight of smoke. After smoking a 
pipe full of the weed he placed the ashes 
in the balance, and deducting these from 
the weight of the original tobacco, said, 
“There, your majesty, is the exact 
weight of the smoke.’’

TICKETS ON 


US POET’S SON PUNCHES 


Special Cable. 

ARIS, April 6.—Travelers by the 
p Paris Metropolitan railway, who 
&0 down the steps at Villiers sta- 
tion to take the train toward the opera 
and bourse, would probably be mightily 
interested to learn that the quiet, me- 
thodical official with the spare figure 
and slight mustache, who punches their 
tickets before admitting them to the 
Platform and who closes the barrier 
inexorably’ as the trains every three 
minutes rush up, is the son of Paul 
Verlaine, one of the best known Paris- 
jan poets. Students of the enigma ot 
heredity would find food for reflection 
in this sharp contrast between the 
sire, who sung lyrics of sweetness and 
light, and his only son, a humble toiler 

in the sunless recesses of the earth. 
It was only quite recently indeed, at 


a gathering of the poet's friends and} 


admirers before‘his tomb in Batignolles 
cemetery, te commemorate the tenth 
anniversary of his death, that the fact 
became. known that Payl Verlaine had 
& son. Paul Verlaine was the type of 
the Paris Bohemian, and his half cen- 
tury of existence was spent within the 
precincts of “the Latin “quarter. He 
Was the son of a captain of engineers 
and as a young man held a minor ap- 
pointment. at the Hotel de Ville. It 
was about this.time+when he was 24 
years of age—that he married. But 
Paul Verlaine’s Bohemian instincts 
were. too strong for him. After a brief 
wedded career of two years, during 
which period his son, Georges, was 
born, a divorce was agreed upon. Ver- 
laine resigned jhis appointment and bade 
adieu to the domestic virtues. 
remainder of his days he earned a pre- 
carious livelihood by his pen. He w@s 
one of the most famillar figures at the 
Cafe Procope, once famous as the re- 
sort of artists and literary men who re- 
mained faithful to the old traditions 
of the quartier “Latin. No  cicerone 
worthy of the name would ever allow 
a stranger to depart without first 
showing him Verlaine, the poet. 

Mme. Verlaine soon married a civil 
engineer, and young Georges, who 
had been given over into his mother’s 
keeping, received a good education at 
the Lycee Janson. Thence he was 
taken for a year to England. This pe- 
riod was spent in a Brighton board- 
ing house and M. Georges Verlaine can 
express himself tolerably well in our 
vernactllar. 

During boyhood Georges Verlaine 
had never seen his father. When he 
Was grown up and was performing his 
military service, letters began to pass 
between them, and it was arranged that 
as soon as his period of service had 
elapsed, Georges should join his father. 
Unfortunately the poet's death put an 
end to these projects for the future. 
.Georges Verlaine. was now alone in 
the world. A deputy, a fervent ad- 
mirer of the father, made the son his 
private secretary for a time. Another 
secretaryship folljwed, but Verldine, 
who, unlike his father, had bourgeois 
tastes, and longed to settle down, was 
anxious to find a permanent appoint- 
ment, however modest. A_ friend’s in- 
fluence procured him an employment 
on the MetropoNtan rainway. He is 
now a “survelllane de quai,” or plat- 
form inspector, and his highest ambi- 
tion is to end his days as a chief de 
station! 

Yet Verlaine has inherited something 
of his father’s literary leaning in that 
he is a devourer of books. Every 
leisure moment is spent in reading. 
He has even tried his hand at poetry, 
but merely, as he says, for his own 
amusement. 

In considering two careers so utterly 
unlike as those of the two Verlaines, 
one is tempted to wonder whether, if 
the son had grown up by his father’s

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side, the result would not have been 
otherwise. And yet how rare it is, es- 
pecially in art and literature, to find 
the son following in the footsteps of 
his father and continuing his fame! 
Insances such as that of the two Alex4 
andre Dumas, father and son, or of 
Horace Vernet, son of Carle and grand- 
son of Joseph Vernet, are extremely 
uncommon. It seems indeed that the 
very greatness of the father often de- 
ters the son ‘from ‘entering the lists. 
Racine’s son did so, and but for the 
burden of his name might have been 
illustrious. It would be hard to quote 
two great actors, father and s0n, 
Rachel had two sons: the one became 
a consul, the other a naval . officer. 
Mme. Granier’s son is on ‘change. 
Gounod’s son is a painter, Sardou’s son 
an architect and the son of that slash- 
ing journalist, Henri Rochefort, is an 
electrical engineer. Victor Hugo's 
father was a general, so was the father 
of the elder Dumas, There had never 
been a poet in Lamartine’s family. So 
it is. The wind bloweth where it list- 
eth and the divine inflatus descends on 
whom it will and seems to mock the 
laws of heredity, and atavism. 

It is quite astonishing what a num- 
ber of sons of distinguished or wealthy 
men may be found among railway em- 
ployees. Many a traveler could tell of 
the uniformed official or liveried at- 
tendant who he has come across in the 
sleeping or the restaurant car and 
whose father was a noted million- 
aire. 

Paul Varlaine, the Bohemian poet 
of the Latin quarter, will have his 
statue in the Luxembourg Gardens and 
a square or a street will.bear his 
name. Georges, his son, will have 
reached the consummation’of his hopes 
if one day he is entitled to write on his 
card: “Monsieur Georges  Verlaine,

BY WORK OF AMERICAN COMPOSERS 
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EDWARD MACDOWELL, 
One of the Most Talented of Amer- 
ican Composers, Whose Career 
Seems to Have Been Cut Short 
by an Incurable Malady.

OSTON, April 6.—(Special.)—In a 
BR twilight of darkened intellect 
and abanéoned hopes, in a New 
Hampshire village, one of the 


three or four strongest of the younger 
‘school of American musical composers, 
Edward MacDowell, until lately a 
hard and devoted professional worker, 
is rounding out the term of a lifetime 
that has béen unhappily cut short as 
regards its natural term; and in loyal 
support, alike of his memory and of 
his present material needs, cevoted 
friends have organized a MacDoweli 
society with the object alike of adding 
to his slender income and of making 
his works better known to the-general 
public. 

So that he, who in a fine personal 
way, with a charm that has rarely 
béen surpassed by any composer, has 
made music to fit the romantic themes 
of Lancelot and Elaine, of others of 
the Arthurian legends and of the Gael- 
ic Cucnullin is likely to continue to 
come to his own in reputation and 
popular favor even though he has, un- 
fortunately, ceased to be productive. 
His consicerable body of works will 
illustrate in a manner most intelligent 
Americans can understand that we, as 
well as several present-day nations of 
Europe, have composers who can 
write things better, technically, than 
the stirring. marches of the irrepressi- 
ble John Philip Sousa, regarding 
whose productions an eminent Ger- 
man musician is said to have remark- 
ed recently that he likes them so well 
he is actually tempted to try to set 
them to music. 

And as to several others of the bril- 
liant “tone composers” of our princi- 
pal music centers, there has come 
about in the last two or three years 
a’ remarkable popular Awakening of 
interest in their lyrics, sonatas and 
symphonies. This winter, in particu- 
lar, the Americans have been getting 
something like their deserts in their 
own country; disproving the biting 
sneer of a German cynic to the effect 
that mankind never appreciates works 
of genius fresh, like grapes, but al- 
ways dead and driec, like raisins. It’s 


FREDERICK gs. CONVERSE, 
One of the Most Successful of 
the Younger School of Music 
Writers, a Teacher Both at 
Harvard and at the New Eng- 
land Conservator yof Music. 
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a badly selected symphony program 
nowadays in which some piece by one 
of our own musicians is not featured— 
placed there not because the man is 
an American, but because music is 
now being written by several of our 
composers that is already recognizca 
in Europe as worthy of comparison 
with anything that is now being done 
anywhere; that is at once profession- 
ally correct, as music is taught in the 
schools, and at the same time filled 
with a spirit of power and achieve- 
ment. It is music not unworthy of the 
period of strenuous fearlessness, In 
the future it will, not unlikely, be 
known as the American music of the 

Rooseveltian age—of an era when men 
ceased being afraic to attempt to do 
really ambitious things. 

Three Americans who have come es- 
pecially to stand out as representa- 
tives of the things American musi- 
Clanship can do have been particu- 
larly in honor of late. One of these 
is George W. Chadwick, who was 
lately called to Ottawa to serve as 
judge in a musical competition for a 
trophy given by his excellency, Earl 
Grey, for the best effort by an ama- 
teur organization. Musical societies 
from every part of the dominion were 
represented at this event. Again, only 
the other day Mr. Chadwick was call- 
ed to Cincinnati to conduct a per- 
formance of his own works by Franz 
van der Stucken’s well-trained orches- 
tra. Dinners and receptions proved 
that the musician is greatly in honor, 
in at least one city of his own coun- 
try. The Boston Symphony orches- 
tra has also in its tours of the pres- 
ent season been featuring Mr. Chad- 
wick’s “Sinfonietta” and other works. 
So that Mr. Chadwick has become dis- 
tinctly a central ature in American 
music today. 

A second much honored composer is 
Frederick S. Converse, whose ‘Mystic 
Trumpeter,” based upon Walt Whit- 
man’s poem, has been well heard in 
several cities; whose “Festival of Pan,’’

A man of wealth and thorough 
education—he was graduated from 
Harvard in !893 with honors—Mr. Con- 
verse is an indefatigable worker, and 
has met with extraordinary success 
considering the difficulties of compos- 
ing and procucing works in this coun- 
try. Everything of any importance 
Which he has written has been per- 
formed, in some cases over and over 
again, so that all the American world 
which attends concerts has become 
pretty well informed as to what man- 
ner of composer Mr. Converse is, His 
popularity continues to grow apace, 
and the future may witness the writ- 
ing of even more remarkable things. 

Mr. MacDowell's life work appears, 
unfortunately, to be done.

Inmates of Thorberg Jail Are 
Trealed as Guests, 


They Are Allowed Leaves of Ab- 
sence to Commit Robberies to 


Provide Means for High Old 
Time in the Jail.

Geneva, ‘April 6.—America has provided 
some spicy prison scandals, but none of 
them that I can recall furnishes a paral- 
lel to that which has just been brought 
to light. in this model little republic. It 
is nothing less than the discovery of a 
veritable convicts’ paradise where the 
inmates were treated rather as guests at 
a hotel than as prisoners engaged in 
expiating their crimes by “doing time.” 
They fared sumptuously, were allowed to 
indulge in al] sorts of recreation within 
the walls of the institution, from gam- 
bing to bowls, were permitted to visit 
places of amusement in search of other 


delights and were subjected to no irri- 
tating discipline. To obtain the funds 
necessary to defray the cost of this lux- 
urious life the more expert of the thieves 
and pickpockets were granted leave of 
absence from time to time in which to 
ply their nefarious callings. The only 
condition imposed upon them was that 
they should allow their jailers a liberal 
“rake off’ on the proceds of their 
booty. . 

It is the prison of Thorberg, near the 
town of Wassen, which has thus been 
tevealed as a penal elysium. That pris- 
oners should ever endeavor to escape 
from such a delightful retreat seems in- 
credible. Yet it is the arrest of two men 
on that charge which has led to such 
amazing revelations concerning Thor- 
berg prison. The convicts are named 
Grunder and Gerber. They were caught 
at Kandefstag with a lot of swag upon 
them. They both vehemently denied that 
they had tried to escape. “It does not 
follow betause we are thieves that we 
are fools,” said Gerber. “Why should 
we want to-escape from a place like 
that? It lg the most comfortable quar- 
ters we have ever occupied. We in- 
tended When we had served our sen- 
tences tO do something that would put us 
back these as soon as possible.” 

They Sad that they were returning to 
the jail when they were arrested. The 
funds Of the institution had been run- 
ning l0W and they had been granted 
leave Of absence that they might re- 
nlenish the pleasure exchequer. They had 
been Out qa week and in that time had 
scoured the entire Emmenthal yaHey, 
had suctesgfully pulled off a dozen 
burglaries and picked something like a 
score Of pockets. They were anticipating 
a high old time in Thorberg’s hospitable 
walls, t0 be paid for with the proceeds 
of their plunder, when a couple df po- | 
licemen, who were ignorant of the privi- 
leges @Ctorded the inmates of that re- 
markable institution, fell foul of them.

Far be it from us to deny that appeals |

we maintain that they must be steadily 
reinforced by preaching the gospel that 
riot doesn’t pay the great conservative 
middle class, the yeomen, the traders, 
the soi] tillers, the bone and sinew of the 
white south. 

We are prepared not only to admit 
the force of what The Sun says of 


against riot and lawlessness here and 
everywhem@ else—even in New York 
itself—but to urge the necessity for it 
cn the part of court, jury, bar, pulpit, 
newspaper, and every law-abiding and 
peace-loving element of society. -Fur- 
ther, we do not deny that material 
self-interest {s and has been a mo- 
tive, though certainly not the only 
one, that has impelled us to preach 
the gospel of law and order, not only 
immediately following the riot, but 
before it came, and since, even to this 
good hour, Nor can it be eliminated 
as a motive from similar action on 
the part of any community that values 
progress and growth. 

The Sun has fallen into this error, 
unintentionally, perhaps, as a result 
cf the wide publicity given the prompt 
and energetic action of Atlanta’s cit- 
izens immediately following the riot, | 
and has overlooked the steady, con- ' 
stant and, we believe effective, yet 
little advertised, work that has been' 
done since then by those same citi- 
zens and others, and which will be 
continued until the mob spirit has 
been eradicated or crushed beneath 
the weight of determined legal jus- 
tice. Had it brought its information 
up to date it would have found, as 
well, a desire for peace and order for 
their own sake; an effort to uphold 
tre due and proper administration of 
the law as the only foundation of the 
Security of the individual, the family 
and the state. 

But it is not so much the question 
of motive that concerns us; it is the 
€nd aimed at—the sure and perma- 
nent eradication of the mob spirit: the 
Speedy but lawful punishment of 
crime and the establishment of a 
harmony and an understanding among 
ali classes that will insure a lasting 
and an effective peace. 

The good pecple of this section are 
nec more apologists for the mob than 
are those of any other, no matter 
what the latitude., They condone its 
actions neither in the individual nor 
in the aggregat*, nor do they propose 
tu cease their efforts until, from the 
very force of the will of the law- 
abiding, the possibility of mob  vio- 
lence has been eliminated. 


In giving voice to the sentiments 
of those who would hasten the day of 
this elimination, we cannot do bet-4 
ter than quote from an address de- 
livered before the Georgia Bar As- 
scciation by the late Chief Justice 
Logan E. Bleckley, a short time before 
in which he said: 

One of the most urgent needs of our 
itime is an earnest, temperate, judicious 
| remonstrance from the bench, the pul- 
pit, the press, and the rostrum, against 
emotional justice. . Nothing is 
more certain than thay mob executions 
increase the criminal population of the 
State. The larger the mob and the more 
secure of immunity, the more criminals 
are lodged in the bosom of society, and 
each man is no less guiity than if the 
crime of the whole mob had been com- 
mitted by himself alone. This is true 
both legally and morally. Murder ts 
none the less wicked, because perpétrat- 
ed by a crowd. Nothing would be needed 
convert a sSiate if!io a colony of 
criminals, but that its mobs should be 
large enough and numerous enough. 
Whoever is unwilling for the whole state 
to become a mob, ought to be unwil- 
ling to encourage or share in mob vio-! 
lence. Where mobs rave and vio-'! 
late the law by committing murder at 
will and with impunity, the pumic mind 
musi, and will, be anxious and dis- 
turbed, and the greatest apprehension 
mus; be entertained by all intelligent and 
thoughtful people. This is to Jive’ in 
the shadow of a threatened storm, and 
the blessings of peace in a time of 
peace. | 

Mobs have no mission, and can render) 
no reason for their existence, nor would! 
they éxist if we could silence their well- | 
meaning, but: deluded, advocates and! 
apologists. Especially would it be serv-| 
iceable to alter the tone and teaching of 
those public journals which confound the 
mob with .the people, and treat some, if) 
not all, instances of mob violence, 
cases in which the’ people act in their, 
and take justice into thetr} 
hands, Nothing can be more man- 
ifest than that a mob. as such, is not 
the: people as a political society nor even 
any part of the same. To become a 
mob and do its work, those who com- 
pose it must, for the time being, seceue 
from organized society outrage its 
fundamental principles, and trample on 
its institutions. If society has any law 
or ordinance that has been  prdclaimed 
throughout the civilized world, and that 
everywhere prevails as binding authority, 
it is that no man shall be condemned 
without a trial, and that no trial can 
be had save through governmental 
agency, and in some preestablished meth- 
od.

In the future milk will 
be sold to the retail trade at 44 cents 
per gallon, an increase of IO per cent;

the dealers at 25 cents per gallon, 
crease of 25 wer cent. Cream 
gold to the retail trade at 
lon; to hotels, restaurants, 
tains and places of such character_at 
$1.40; to the dealers $!. The, increase \in 
per cent on the price of creams 
alent to that on milk. 

The sentiment of those present was de- 
cidedly in favor of the ordinance recently 
passed by the city council, except that 
ea few details in the new law are thought 
to be unnecessary. The attitu of the 
Mairymen can hardly be more*clearly 
demonstrated than by the action they 
took in regard to the inspection of milk, 
They decided to employ an 
rigidly enforce the new le@islation, and 
eee to it that not only the interests of 
the meaple are taken cate of, but also 
the producers.

Some members. of the police force 
have imagined that:civil service meant 
a lifetime job. This is not true. It 
means that:.<there will be no more 
biennial elections and that those who 
are on the force will remain there as 
long as they keep out of trouble, do 
not violate the rules and do their full 
duty. 

Some of the commissioners have re- 
cently remarked that the policemen 
would probably soon wish they werfe 


working under the old regime. 

There is an interesting bit of history 
behind the movement which secured 
civil service. The matter had a way 
of bobbing up in the department every 


N that civil service has at last 


their arrestg for such violations 
hereby authorized, either with or without 
warrants, therefor. They shall perform 
such other duties ag may be imposed by 
the laws of the state and the ordinances 
of the general council. For a failure to 
perform any duty required by law or the

now and then, only fo again bob out 
of sight. It kept up this “now you see 
me, now you don’t’ business for sev- 
eral years before it came to stay. 

After different police boards had 
dilly-dallied with the question for 
some twenty years, it came to the 
surface with some show of earnestness 
about six years ago. At that time 
what was known as the Brotherton 
faction in the board was in a woeful 
minority. The other side, Known as 
the English faction, held the reins 
long enough to get men elected as 
chief, captains and sergeants who 
were not at all to the liking of Broth- 
erton and Johnson. Then one night 
a resolution. was introduced in the 
board calling upon the city council to 
put the force under civil service. 
Brotherton and Johnson opposed the 
measure and made a minority report, 
not abiding by the majority vote which 
was cast for the resolution. Both re- 
ports went to council and there hung 
up for weeks and months, the ‘out- 
come being that nothing was done to 
get a charter amendment. 

Time rolled on ang the Brotherton- 
Johnson faction got hold of the reins and 
out went all the officers who were 
known as English faction men. NO 
sooner was this accomplished than there 
came a cry from the victors for civil 
service. This time there was no minority 
report, as factionalism was dying out 
in the board and the city council adopt- 
ed the resolution ang requested the city 
attorney to memoralize the legislature 
for a charter amendment which would 
give Atlanta police civil service. 

The Charter Amendment, 

The charter amendment was secured 
and it provided as follows: 

“That the police force shall consist of 
a chief and such other officers and men 
as the city council shall, by ordinance, 
prescribe. Said officers and men shall 
be elected on April 2, 1907, or prior to 
that date if said chief officers and men 
shall resign from their present term and 
thus relieve. the city from its contracts, 
and when so ‘selected shall serve with- 
Our any fixed terms of employment. 

‘Said chief, officers and men so elected 
to serve during good behavior 
and efficient service, both of 
which to be judged of by the 
board of police commissioners. Said 
board. of police commissioners shall be 
authorized at any time to discharge the 
chief, officers or men or other employees 
of their department, without any liability 
attaching to the duty on account of said 
discharge. Said board shall furthermore 
establish rules and regulations for said 
department on the civil service Plan, 
and all the officers and employees thereof 
shall serve under civil service rules, dur- 
ing good behavior and efficient service to 
be finally and exclu8ively judged of by 
Said board.”’ 

“Their compensation shall he pre- 
scribed by ordinance, ang shall not be 
increased or diminished during any cal- 
endar year. No extra pay or ‘allowance. 
or cost shall be made to any officer or 
members of said department. It shal] be 
their duty to make arrests of any per- 
sons violating the ordinances of gaid city, 
with or without summons, and also with 
or without warrant. They shall likewise 
make arrests of any persons who have 
violated the statutes of said state and 
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hearing may be had and 

dged. 
oth case any officer or member. or em- 
ployee of said department is suspended, 
said board shall provide for appointinents 
to fill the vacancies during the suspen- 
sion of the officer Or member or em- 
ployee. The mayor and general council 
are given full, complete and unqualified 
authority to establish, for the. depart- 
ment of police, civil service rules and 
regulations, to the end that officers, 
members and employees shall: serve dur- 


and to be promoted according to efficient 
service and length of time employed in 
said department, all of which to be ad- 
judged ef by said board.’’ 

An Ordinance Was Passed. 

As soon as the amendment had be- 
come a law the city council passed an 
ordinance providing for the examina- 
tion of applicants for membership on 
the police force under civil service. 
It was found that ‘the educational 
qualification was too high and it was 
reduced by a subsequent amendment 
so as to make the average 50 instead 
o 70. 

The ordinance provided, among other 
things, that the chief must be at least 
50 years of age, the captains 28 and the 
sergeants 25, and no person can elected 
on the force who is not more than 
23 years of age and less than 40. Any 
person made sergeant, captain or chief, 
after the election on April 2, must be 
placed on probation for six months. 
Regular patrolmen must be chosen 
from the supernumeraries, the first 
man to be selected from the first three 
on the list. Six votes are required to 
elect a chief, who is not a member of 
the police force. 

All other elections are by a majority 
vote. Members of the force who vio- 
late any of the rules, or who are 
charged with conduct unbecoming an 
officer, can be suspended by the chief, 
but the board must finally 
clusively pass upon the case. A po- 
liceman who has served thirty years 
and who has reached the age of 65 
years can be retired on a pension of 
$i a-day, and a policeman who re- 
ceives permanent injuries while in the 
discharge of his duty can also be re- 
tired on the same pay.

President Will Fire First Shot. 
Baron Speck Von Steenburg Will 
Represent German Emperor, 
and Many Distinguished 
Visitors Will Be 
Present, 


Charleston, S. C., April 6.—President BE. 
H. Jahnz of the National Schuetzenbund 
which will hold its fifth triennial na- 
tional shooting. festiva) in this city, May 

to May 1i4, ‘has received a letter from 
President Roosevelt, commending the 
purposes of the organization and the ser- 
vice it ie doing for the country in rais- 
ing the standard of marksmanship 
among citizens. 

The president will fire the first shot 
@t the festival, discharging a rifle. care- 
fully alighted and secured in position by 
electrical connection leading direct from 
the white house to the target box at the 
Schuetzerplats at Charleston. The presi- 
dent was invided to attend the festival 
in person but his engagements would not 
permit him to accept. 

Baron Speck von Sternburg, German 
arnvbassador at Washington, is expected 
at the festival as the representative of 
Emperor William. Consu] General Carl 
Buenz at New York has also promised to 
attend and other distinguished visitors 
are expected. 

This will be the first national shooting 
festival of the association which has 
ever been held in the south. The deter- 
mination to hold the festival in Charles- 
ton was made in 1/904 at the triennial 
meet in New York, upon the invitation of 
the German Rifle Club of Charleston, 
which ig the oldest organization of its 
king in the United States, having cele- 
brated two years ago its golden jubilee, 
on the fiftieth anniversary of its estab- 
lishment, 


The German emperor, William the 
Second, is an honorary member of the 
Onarileston Club, this being the only as- 
sociation in the United States in whica 
he has accepted such membersnip, He 
was elected in place of nig granaiather, 
tne first eimperor, who wag eiected ghort- 
ly after his prociaination ag nead of tne 
werman ¢empire. ine ciub has six French 
rifies which were presented by tne old 
emperor, trophies ol War captured in tne 
rranco-rrussian conflict. Jinese  rifies 
Willi De exnibited in the grand parade 
with which the fest will be upenea., 

Hiaborate yreparationg have been made 
for the shouting festival and for enter- 
tainment of the many hundreds of vis- 
itorg WhO are expected in Charleston for 
the occasion. Ihe grounds of the rifle 
club have ‘been put into fine condition, 
the most approved target ranges have 
been erected and the buildings have been 
arranged for accommodation of the cere- 
moniai and festival features of the gath- 
ering.

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ARNEY AARON was a pugilist 
who was a chip off the old block, 
and a worthy one at that. He 

Was born in England in !836. He 
stood 6 feet 4 inches, and his weight 
when in condition was !20 pounds. He 
was very well known in sporting cir- 
cles on both sides of the Atlantic, and 
had been connected with the prize ring 
in this country some forty-five years 
ago. In the latter years of his life 
he has been connected with the book- 
makers at the race tracks about New 
York. 

Aaron is a son of old Barney Aaron, 
the noted English pugilist, who was 
styled “The Star of the East” tn Eng- 
land. Aaron's father belonged to the 
Jewish race. He was a temperate and 


very respectable man. He had a great 


record. He visited this country in 
1849, and came near being matched 
with Yankee Sullivan. On his return to 
the old country he took sick and died 
the following year. 

In July, 1856, young Barney Aaron 
was matched to fight Johnny Robin- 
son, a mulatto, native of Manchester, 
England. Both were lightweights, and 
the match was’ made for $1,000 a side. 
Aaron was only !9 years of age. It 
was his‘ first battle in America.
